EOPLE have been saying that 1958 will not bring forth many new British 
? models; they go on to point out the cost of tooling and introducing a 
new car, and finally tie up the argument with a reference to “ expensive ” 
money. We do not agree; in our opinion, by this time next year it 
will be said that 1958 was above average for new cars—unless something quite 
unforeseen occurs in the international scene. 

Last week we drew attention to the strong and active state of the motor 
industry at the start of the new year; we might have added that this strength 
is reflected in the used car market, where second-hand prices are high for 
winter and good cars are selling well. 

New models which reach the production stage during this year must, in any 
case, have been designed eighteen months to two years ago; their introduction 
can be a matter more of timing than planning. We do not see any signs at 
all of conditions which might lead to postponement. 

There are several factors that point to the introduction of new models before 
long. One is that if we are to consolidate the encouraging export achieve- 
ments, several of the cars that have sold so well for the past year and more 
will need to have successors. When things are going well it is no time to sit 
back and take it easy; itis a time when one may be sure that competitors are 
doing everything in their power to catch up and move ahead. This the British 
industry knows well. 


Points That Will Count 


RECENTLY we discussed the merits of and the confused thinking about 
all-round independent suspension. This is one of the design features which 
now is just beginning to become a talking point among ordinary motorists, as 
compared with specialists—self-styled or actual. It is a feature which, for the 
majority of owners of quantity-produced family cars, hitherto has been 
scarcely justified. It is also, of course, a feature which is more or less inevit- 
able with rear-engined designs. But performances and markets are changing, 
and the coming 12 months may see new examples of all-independent suspen- 
sion among saloons as well as sports cars. Among ordinary cars in current 
production with engines conventionally placed in front and drive at the rear, 
Mercedes models and the Renault Frégate are almost alone in being so 
equipped, and they are in the middle-to-upper price and size classes. 

It will be most interesting in the next year or so to observe the relative 
fortunes of the companies which adopt the more advanced design formule and 
those which hang on to the time-honoured ones. One would like to think 
that the greater risk and enterprise will receive its rewards in a larger share 
of markets, but the great bulk of motorists are conventional souls who buy 
in character. Of course there will be room for both schools of design thought, 
and all-round independent suspension, while undoubtedly a talking point, 
will not yet become the number one selling point of a family cat, even though 
it may be high on the list for sports cars. 

Often overlooked when assessing a car is the importance of its being 
pleasant to handle. Just average and inexperienced drivers are quick to 
appreciate a car that responds well to their less-than-perfect handling and 
seems to cover up their mistakes. Could this be one of the particular selling 
points—seldom mentioned—of the VW? 

As for other unusual and advanced features—in particular breaks from 
conventional styling—these again are likely to appeal more to the enthu- 
siastic few than to the masses (the Citroen DS19 is a design case in point, and - 
one that deserves a better reception than it has been receiving).

URING the three years and three 

months since the Hillman Husky 

was introduced, it has proved a 
popular, versatile little vehicle, and has 
established a strong position for itself and 
its successors in several export areas. 

The 1958 Husky, now announced, 
differs from the previous model in a 
number of respects. In particular its 
engine specification and styling have been 
brought into line with those of the current 
Minx range. There is less overlap of 
interest between the new Husky and the 
Minx Estate Car than might at first be 
imagined, and the specification of the 
Estate Car itself is not to be regarded as 
static. Whereas the Estate Car has four 
passenger doors and horizontally-split rear 
loading doors, the Husky has a more 
economical two-door body, with one large 
vertically-hinged rear door. There is a 
total price differential at home of £240 in 
favour of the Husky. 

The owner of such a vehicle is often 
glad of every available inch of room in the 
body, and without the Husky losing its 
pleasing proportions the overall length is 
now 12ft 54in—4in more than the pre- 
vious model. The wheelbase has been 
extended by 2in to 7ft 2in. The car will 
still fit comfortably in British domestic 
garages, and remains easy to drive and 
park in tight corners. 

Interior body dimensions are generous 
for this small estate car. e maximum 
floor length available with the rear seat 








folded is 4ft 2}in, an increase of 7}in. With 
the seat in use, 6in has been gained, the 
distance from seat back to the rear door 
being 2ft 5jin. There is also more room for 
the passengers. The width of the rear seat 
has been increased by 4}in and is now 
3ft 3in, and leg room is generous. With 
all seats in use, the permissible load is 
300 Ib, and with the front seats only 
occupied, 600 lb of luggage may be carried. 

The separate front seats have well- 
shaped back rests and strong, tubular 
steel frames. Both hinge forward to give 
access to the rear seats. The width be- 
tween the front doors has been increased 
by i4in, improving elbow room for driver 
and passenger. All the seats are covered 
in Vynide leathercloth, which has a fluted 
trim, over spring cases and foam rubber. 
The floor is covered with rubber matting, 
which is more serviceable than carpet 
in a vehicle which may often be used in 
country districts. 

There is a practical air about the driv- 
ing compartment, and the slim, two- 
spoked steering wheel is well positioned 
at a comfortable angle. On the right side 
of the column is a lever for the flashing 
direction indicators, and the pull-up hand 
brake lever is between the seat and the 
door, where it is accessible but does not 
impede entry. The instrument panel con- 
tains a large diameter speedometer with 
fuel gauge, light switches, choke control 
and starter. A clock or water temperature 
gauge can be fitted as an extra. Front

door panels and roof are lined with a 
light-coloured washable plastic. 

Modifications have been made both to 
the front doors and the rear loading door. 
A great improvement is the increase in 
the front door aperture of 6in; the rear 
door opening is 2in wider and is now 3ft 
lin. A push-button lock is fitted to the 
rear door, which is spring loaded so that 
it opens slightly when the button is de- 
pressed. A neat small exterior handle 
is fitted to each front door. 

Opening quarter vents are provided in 
the front door windows, and fresh air can 
also be admitted by operating a control 
below the right side of the parcels shelf. 
Export model Hillman Huskys have 
sliding glass vents fitted in the rear side 
windows; these can be provided at extra 
cost on home market cars. The large 
window area and bright trim provide a 
light interior. 

With the adoption of the 1,390 c.c. 
overhead-valve engine, the mechanical 
specification of the Hillman Husky closely 
resembles that of the four-door Estate 
Car. Although the latest Husky is 
slightly heavier than the model it super- 
sedes, it weighs 255 lb less than the 
Estate Car. In consequence the Husky 
is higher geared, the 4.78 to 1 axle ratio 
being retained, compared with the 5.22 
ratio of the Estate Car.

Petrol Injection Progress 


Details of Developed British and American Systems

two quite different systems of petrol injection were 

described. One was the Bosch timed injection with 
an individual plunger for each cylinder, arranged to feed 
the fuel either into the intake ports or directly into the 
cylinder. The other was the General Motors system, which 
feeds .fuel continuously into the intake ports. 

Theoretically it would appear that, at greater expense, the 
Bosch system permits more precise control of fuel metering, 
and in consequence greater economy. This is not borne out, 
however, by the researches carried out by General Motors’ 
engineering staff in their early investigations of petrol injection 
systems. This work was carried out on a single-cylinder test 
engine having a compression ratio of 8 to 1, and tests were run 
to compare timed and continuous injection. 

Although details of the various systems investigated are not 
available, published test results established three points—a) 
direct injection into the combustion chamber had no appreci- 
able advantage over injection into the intake ports; (b) timed 
injection into the intake ports gave slightly less power and used 
slightly more fuel than continuous injection; (c) injection 
directed down-stream over the neck of the inlet valve gave the 
most power, the best economy, the fastest warm-up and the 
best accelerator response. 

On these findings, the (G.M. engineering staff developed their 
continuous flow injection system into the intake ports, with open 
orifice nozzles directing fuel towards the inlet valves. 

Yet another aspect of the problem of siting the injection 
nozzle is to be seen in the Lucas timed injection system, as 
fitted to certain of the Jaguar D-type racing engines over the 
past two years. In this, the nozzle is directed upstream of the 
ingoing air, as it was found that this position resulted in a more

homogeneous mixing of fuel and air, with a noticeable improve- 
ment in throttle response. 

Analysis of the 1958 range of American engines shows that 
there are units equipped with two-, four-, six-, and eight-choke 
carburettors. Whatever one’s opinion may be of the need for 
the enormous powers developed, it is obvious that the cost of 
these multiple carburettor layouts is causing the manufacturers 
some worry. It is not surprising, therefore, that a great deal 
of investigation is proceeding into the various injection systems. 

Chrysler Corporation at present offer the Bendix electronic 
system in selected models of every line which they manufacture, 
while General Motors offer the Rochester-based system on the 
Chevrolet Corvette and the Pontiac. Petrol injection is not 
yet available on any of the models in the Ford and Edsel ranges, 
but it is rumoured that the introduction of a system, probably the 
American Bosch, will not be long delayed. 

At one time American Bosch were associated with the Robert 
Bosch company in Germany, but now they are completely 
independent. Like the German company, American Bosch are 
the largest manufacturers of diesel engine ¢qQuipment in their 
own country. Whereas the German Bosch petrol injection 
system is a direct development of their diesel components, 
American Bosch have broken away from this system for their 
petrol engines. In common with most of the systems under 
development currently in America, the principle of using a 
separate injection plunger for each cylinder has been discarded 
in the interests of economy. 

Basically, the American Bosch uses a single plunger with a 
distributor valve to each cylinder. In principle it can be likened 
to a conventional ignition system, where a high voltage in the 
ignition coil is produced each time the contact breaker points 
separate, and this high voltage is then distributed to the appro- 
priate cylinder. The heart of the system is a spring-loaded

injection plunger with face cams and a metering sleeve which 
is a sliding fit over the plunger. The number of cams corres- 
ponds to the number of engine cylinders. This plunger has a 
fixed stroke (as in the German Bosch) and the position of the 
metering sleeve determines the spill point and consequently 
the amount of fuel injected. 

There is an electrically-driven gear-type pump which pumps 
fuel continuously from the moment the ignition is switched on. 
By means of a regulating valve, fuel is maintained at a constant 
pressgure of 20 Ib sq in; there is a check valve to prevent the 
sudden collapse of pressure should the engine stall. Through 
a filtration system the fuel is then fed to a smal] sump in the 
injection pump. From this point fuel enters the plunger bore 
through the radial ports in the plunger and metering sleeve. 

The plunger, as it rotates, also reci tes by action of the 
face cams, which operate on fixed rollers carried in the drive 
housing, and at the end of the intake stroke plunger rotation 
has covered the spill ports. The single distributor port in the 
plunger lines up with the outlet to the injection nozzles of the 
particular cylinder timed to receive its charge. As the plunger 
reverses its reciprocating motion, fuel is trapped in the bore 
of the hollow plunger, and forced out through the spill ports into 
the sump, until in turn these ports are blanked off by the meter- 
ing sleeve. From this point the fuel is forced under compression 
through the spring-loaded delivery valve to the nozzle line. At 
the highest point on the cam, injection ceases and the cycle 
repeats itself for the next cylinder. Lubrication is by the petrol, 
and oil is required only in the section where the face cam and 
plungers operate. 

The amount of fuel injected is varied, according to engine 
speed and load, by a control unit mounted directly on the pump 
and connected to the main throttle body. Changes in manifold 
pressure operate a spring-loaded piston, the movement of which 
is transferred through a system va rods and levers to the meter- 
ing sleeve. The amount of fuel delivered by the injection pump, 
even at its richest setting, is not enough to ensure reliable cold 
starts, and for this purpose there is a separate over-riding con- 
trol, which is governed by a thermostat to prevent over-priming 
on any hot re-start. Injection nozzles are of the self-aligning 
pintle valve type; they have an opening pressure of 70 Ib sq in 
to ensure good atomization and prevent dribble. 

Chrysler have adopted the Bendix system, which also supplies 
fuel at constant pressure, metered to each induction port by 
electrically-operated injector valves: At the centre of the 
systum is a small transistor-equipped control box known as the 
modulator; this devclops, electronically, pulses of current 
received from several sensing devices subject to manifold pres- 
sure, accelerator enrichment, cold starting requirements, idling 
conditions, ambient temperature and barometric pressure. The 
final signal after the information has been “mixed” is in the 
form of an electrical impulse to each solenoid-operated injector 
valve, which is designed to stay open from 1 to 4.3 milliseconds.

The solenoid operates a disc valve which exposes six minute 
holes to the pressurized fuel line. 

Distribution of the electrical impulses from the modulator to 
each injector is controlled by a trigger selector similar in action 
to an ignition distributor, and driven by a flexible cable from 
the distributor shaft. For an eight-~<ylinder engine, a four-lobe 
cam operates two sets of contact breaker points which permit 
the modulator channels to be triggered in turn. Air is supplied 
througi. two throttle bodies, one a primary channel for the 
lower engine speed range, and the secondary one operating 
during fast acceleration and maximum engine poe as in 
some twin-choke carburettors. The aay F of this Bendix 
system is that no close tolerance pistons 
required, but against this must be set the ea4 that oh wm Se 
controls are complex, so that on balance there may not be 
much in the relative costs. 

Marvel-Schebler, a eee associated with Borg-Warner 
in America, have develo a petrol injection system, but to 
date it has not been ed by any of the leading manu- 
facturers. Again, it is a single element plunger design that can 
be modified for four, six or eight cylinders.

Quantity of fuel injected is that displaced by movement of the shuttle 
and controlled by the movable wedge stop 
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forms the pumping, distributing and metering of petrol. It is 
driven at camshaft speed, and the pumping motion is obtained 
by means of face cams acting against stationary rollers. Distri- 
bution of the fuel is by means of a rotary metering plunger 
connecting with ports in the pump body, as the pumping 
plunger reciprocates by the cam action. By this combined 
rotary and reciprocating motion in conjunction with ports in 
each component, the amount of fuel discharged during the 
pumping stroke is varied according to the angular position of 
the metering plunger in relation to the pumping plunger. There 
is a constantly running fuel feed pump to maintain a pressure 
of 20 lb sq in the system, and at oe throttle settings the 
fuel metering valve connects with ports in the plunger and 
plunger body during pumping strokes, to spill surplus fuel back 
to the reservoir. 

The angular position of the fuel metering plunger is con- 
trolled by an air throttle which meters air flow and manifold 
pressure. There is also an overriding control lever having a 
movable fulcrum point and cam mechanism; its position is con- 
trolled by aneroids, so that the system is compensated for 
temperature and altitude. Speed compensation is by means of 
mass air flow measured across the throttle valve. Extra fuel 
for acceleration is provided by means of a dashpot, which tem- 
porarily changes the position of the control lever to 
inject fuel, in excess of that delivered by the: pump, correspond- 
ing to the position of the load diaphragm. 

For cold starting there is an extra enrichment device—addi- 
tional fuel is introduced at the air throttle plate by a solenoid- 
controlled valve, which meters the amount of excess fuel 
according to engine requirements for hot or cold starting con- 
ditions. In the manner of most of the American systems, the 
fuel is cut off by movement of the metering valve during engine 
overrun. Discharge nozzles are of the opening pintle valve 
type, set to crack at a pressure of 80 Ib sq in. 

In England, Lucas and S.U. have each develo systems 
which have been successfully applied to engines. uring 1956 
and 1957 the Lucas scheme was adapted to certain of the Jaguar 
D-type racing engines and performed faultlessly, except for a 
cracked injection pipe in the 1956 Le Mans 24-hour race. The 
S.U. pumps are made under licence by the Simmonds Corpor- 
ation in America, and currently are fitted to approximately 30 
per cent of the larger engines used by the U.S. Ordnance 
Department. It would appear that both these have been de- 
veloped to a state where they can be applied successfully to 
passenger vehicles, but cost is the barrier which prevents their 
wider adoption. 

A full description of the Lucas arrangement was published in 
The Autocar of 9 November 1956. An _ electrically-driven 
pump feeds fuel continuously at a pressure of approximately 
100 Ib sq in through a metering unit to each cylinder in turn. 
This pump has a capacity in excess of that required by the 
engine, and the surplus is spilled back to the main tank. 

The metering unit consists of a hardened steel shuttle moving 
between two stops in a hardened and lapped steel rotor. Move- 
ment of these shuttles is effected by the pressure of the fuel from 
the main feed pump. A rotor, usually driven at half engine 
speed, is contained within a stationary cast iron sleeve; ports in 
the sleeve and rotor connect the shuttle bore with the delivery 
pipe from the pressurized fuel supply and each injection nozzle 
in turn. The shuttle moves to and fro between two stops (one 
of which is adjustable) as the rotor revolves, and at the comple-

tion of each movement the requisite amount of fuel is injected 
into the appropriate cylinder. 

By linking the adjustable stop to a mixture control unit 
sensitive to induction pressure, the correct air-fuel ratio is 
maintained. In the mixture control unit there is a piston which 
reacts to induction pressure, working against a spring and con- 
trolling the position of a wedge, against which the movable stop 
abuts to control the stroke of the shuttle. By adjusting the form 
of this wedge in proportion to the absolute pressure in the 
induction manifold, the correct amount of fuel per stroke is 
obtained. In its application to the Jaguar there is no aneroid 
capsule sensitive to atmospheric pressure, but these can be added 
for passenger car work without undue complication. 

The S.U. design has the same number of plungers as engine 
cylinders, radially disposed and parallel to the main driving 
shaft. They are operated by a swash plate, and incorporate 
return springs. The stroke of these plungers is controlled by 
a Z-shaft which passes through the centre of the wobble plate 
As the shaft rotates, each plunger is depressed to force fuel out 
of the bore through a rotating distributor valve to the appro- 
priate injector nozzle. This distributor valve is a flat plate, 
operated by an eccentric on the pump main shaft and with gear 
teeth on its outer diameter mating with a stationary gear ring 
By this means the inlet and outlet ports appropriate to either the 
inlet or discharge stroke of each cylinder are controlled. 

The system is speed-density sensitive—the speed of the pump 
varies directly with engine speed, and caters for the first con- 
dition; overriding control for the variable density is by means 
of a capsule sensitive to manifold temperature and pressure. 
This capsule is linked to a servo piston incorporated in the 
Z-shaft, which is a sliding fit on pump main shaft. By 
moving this Z-shaft backwards and forwards the effective stroke 
of the delivery plunger can be altered. Movement is effected 
by oil pressure from a built-in pump, operating at a constant 
pressure of 30 Ib sq in; it supplies oil to the servo piston formed 
on one end of the Z-shaft and acts against pressure control 
springs. Injector nozzles are of the pintle valve type. 

From this survey it will be seen that there is intensive interest 
in petrol injection, particularly in the U.S.A. Undoubtedly cost 
is a dominating factor, which at the moment is preventing its 
wider adoption for normal passenger cars. It would appear that 
injection results in approximately 10 per cent increase of power 
and a similar reduction in fuel consumption. 

As engine speeds rise and carburation systems tend to become 
more complicated by the use of multiple carburettors (particularly 
with engines having six cylinders or more) there appear to be 
definite advantages in the use of petrol injection; but simpli- 
fication is desirable, and there must be intensive study by 
production engineers further to reduce costs.

‘THOSE who are converting cars from 
signal arm type direction indicators 
to winkers can now include parking lamps 
in the conversion to save battery current 
on these long winter evenings. Sets by two 
accessory firms which include built-in 
parking lights have been provided for ex- 
amination and test. 

Key-Leather’s Park-Winker units are 
domed, hard amber plastic units contain- 
ing one 18-watt bulb for direction indica- 
tion; they can be obtained with the front 
and back lower parts white and red, and 
with a parking bulb holder. The well- 
made units, with rubber backing pads and 
three-position switch, cost £1 19s 9d a 
pair, extras include flashing unit 12s 6d, 
illuminated indicator switch 9s 9d and 
ls 3d plus tax for its bulb. One form of 
these units is fitted as original equipment 
on the Renault Dauphine. The light 
domes can be had also in red only for 
rear lamps, amber for direction indicators 
or white for interior lamps. 

The Kelvin Accessories arrangement is 
a very slim, hard Diakon plastic amber 
shield for the light unit, mounted in one 
form on a chrome and rubber base with 
a maximum width of lin, and arranged 
so that it may be used to conceal the slot 
provided in many cars for the semaphore 
arm type of signal. It is available also 
with flat or curved rubber base for side 
or roof-edge mounting. The winking 
illumination is by three standard bulbs, 
so that failure of one bulb does not put the 
unit out of action. Where a parking light 
is included, the lower section of the plastic 
cover is tinted white in front and red be- 
hind, and a separate bulb holder provided.

Pocket Radio 


NEWLY imported from Germany is the 
Telefunken Partner pocket size radio 
set (6in by 3}in by liin, weight 1lb loz) 
which, by the application of printed cir- 
cuits and transistors, gives a surprisingly 
good performance, limited in quality only 
by the 2}in loudspeaker. 

It was found during tests in London, 
despite the shielding effects of a steel- 
framed building, that stations, both home 
and Continental, were received all round 
the dial at a strength sufficient, with the 
volume control full on, to overload the 
speaker. Within a car in motion similar 
reception was obtained—though subject to 
interference—and in domestic use the set 
was considered adequate for use as a per- 
sonal receiver. Of course, such a receiver 
can be used in a car without requiring the 
licence which is obligatory for a per- 
manently installed set. 

It is powered by four 1}-volt dry bat- 
teries which give an operating life of 100 
hours or more; they are readily obtainable 
and, if desired, rechargeable ones may be 
used. - The tuning range is graduated in 
frequency—515 to 1,625 kilocycles, corre- 
sponding with 580 to 185 metres in the 
medium waveband. The set is housed in 


a strong, attractive case of cream plastic 
with gilt decoration; the on-off switch and 
volume control is recessed in one side. It 
costs £28 17s 6d, and is distributed by 
Tellux, Ltd., 146, New Cavendish Street, 
London, W.1. 


Victor Exhaust 


N the Vauxhall Victor, the exhaust 
emerges through an orifice in the 
bumper. To take soot and condensed 
acid water clear of this orifice, The Ex- 
haust Ejector Co., 11, Wade House Road, 
Shelf, mear Halifax, Yorkshire, have 
introduced a push-fit extension to the 
actual exhaust pipe. It costs Ls.

ROADSTER 











HEN the Mercedes 190SL was introduced in 
W February 1954, it was a little overshadowed by the 

more exotic 300SL coupé announced at the same 
time, and so suffered by comparison. Several Continental 
journalists who tested the 190SL soon after this date con- 
sidered it to be rather sluggish and lacking in the per- 
formance expected from such a car, but these views were 
not confirmed by a recent road test by The Autocar. Since 
the car’s introduction power has been increased by approxi- 
mately 10 b.h.p. by raising the compression ratio from 8 to 
8.5 to 1, so that the net horse-power is now 105 b.h.p. (gross 
120 b.h.p.) at 5,700 r.p.m. This is a commendable output 
from an engine of 1,897 c.c.; it is achieved at a higher point 
in the revolution range than that of many cars, but this does 
not result in any roughness. 

This test, undertaken wholly on the Continent, covered 
nearly 1,200 miles, mostly at average speeds unattainable in 
Britain. The overall impression was one of comfort and of 
sparkling performance with a very reassuring level of safety. 
It is necessary to make full use of the well-designed four- 
speed gear box if maximum performance is to be obtained, 
and there are reservations on the degree of visibility and 
comfort of the seats. 

The car tested was a left-hand-drive roadster, but it is 
also available as a fixed-head coupé or a convertible coupé. 
In each form it is a two-seater, and makes no pretence of 
carrying more. Such a seating arrangement in a compara- 
tively large car gives ample luggage space. Behind the 
seats two medium-sized suitcases and a large quantity of 
soft baggage can be placed without encroaching on the 
stowage space for the hood. In addition, the tail luggage 
compartment will accommodate two large suitcases beside 
the vertically-mounted spare wheel. Thus the car is well 
equipped for two people for high-speed long-distance tour- 
ing. In character with this is a fuel tank which has a 
capacity sufficient for 300 miles between replenishments, 
even in hard driving. 

With a laden weight of nearly 25 cwt, and geared to give 
184 m.p.h. per 1,000 r.p.m. in top, frequent use must be 
made of the intermediate ratios if more than 50 miles are to

be put into each hour on other than the autobahn type of 
road. To meet these conditions third gear is an ideal ratio 
which gives a maximum speed of 76 m.p.h. In this gear the 
engine proverbially puts its neck into the collar, to record a 
time under 14sec from 30 m.p.h. to 70 m.p.h. Even in top 
gear the car has plenty of bite and the best speed of 109.2 
m.p.h. was achieved from rest in a little under two miles. 
For town driving top gear cannot be employed usefully 
below 15 m.p.h., but this is no criticism in a car of this 
character. 

Frequent use of the intermediate gears does not appear 
to have an adverse effect on fuel consumption. During one 
period of the test, which involved a run from Germany to 
Italy through Switzerland, with a climb over the Alps, an 
average running speed of 47.5 m.p.h. was maintained and 
the fuel consumption was 21.7 m.p.g.—slightly better than 
when cruising on the autobahn, mostly in excess of 100 
m.p.h., for nearly two hours. Driving in more leisurely 
fashion on the motor road, and keeping maximum speed 
down to below 80 m.p.h., a fuel: consumption of 24 m.p.g. 
was recorded.

cylinder engine, but the 190SL reaches a high standard. 
Engine speed is limited to 6,000 r.p.m., with a warning 
quadrant on the rev counter between this and 5,750 r.p.m. 
The maximum speeds quoted in the gears were taken at 
the upper limit, and the rotational speed of the engine at 
the highest figure recorded in top was 5,600 r.p.m. 

Starting is by means of the ignition key; although 
different keys are required for the doors and luggage locker, 
they are of different shapes and immediately recognizable 
for their respective purposes. 

Really cold weather was not experienced during the test, 
but on several mornings the air temperature was as low 
as 40 deg F. Im such circumstances, and using Continental 
premium grade fuel, the engine started instantaneously and 
the choke could be dispensed with almost immediately. If 
full throttle was used too soon an occasional misfire occurred, 
but slight use of the choke eliminated this tendency. Should 
the choke control be left in operation inadvertently, a warn- 
ing light is seen as soon as the engine reaches its normal 
running temperature. 

The engine has two double-choke carburettors arranged 
so that one choke in each operates over the low-engine- 
speed range, and the second stages are brought into 
operation by vacuum control in the upper speed range. 
It ‘was impossible to detect the point of change-over, and 
no flat spot could be noticed in any part of the range. 

This carburettor arrangement can result in some diffi- 
culties in hot starting, but a special control is provided for 
such circumstances. When restarting with the engine at 
maximum temperature a control knob, on the lower 
edge of the facia, is pulled out after the throttle pedal 
has been fully depressed; the effect is to open up all 
the carburettor passageways to atmosphere, to ventilate the 

















system and disperse trapped fuel vapour. Provided the 
maker’s instructions are followed in this respect no diffi- 
culties are encount=red. 

Synchromesh of the baulk-ring type is provided on each 
of the four forward ratios, and straight-through snap 
changes can be obtained at any time. Full throttle upward 
changes were unrewarding because of clutch slip. This 
was particularly noticeable during tests from a standing 
start and undoubtedly affected the performance figures. 

Clutch operating loads are light and pedal travel is not 
excessive; when changing gear with the car in motion only 
a slight depression of the pedal was necessary for clean 
changes. Fore and aft movements of the change-speed 
lever in the gate are short but the cross travel greater, 
calling for a long reach with the right hand (the car tested 
had left-hand drive) and there was some interference with 
the passenger if he was sitting a little towards the centre 
of the car. A slightly stiffer gear lever would eliminate 
surplus springiness. Gear noise on all ratios was vir- 
tually non-existent and no vibrations were evident in the 
transmission. 

The suspension is a good compromise to achieve safety 
for fast cornering without too much harshness over in- 
different surfaces. It is firm, but no violent vertical motions 
are suffered by the passenger. Over cobbled streets, with 
the tyres at the recommended pressures for fast driving, 
there was at times a high-frequency pitching. This was 
particularly evident after fast runs when the tyre pressures 
rose to 35 Ib sq in from their normal cold setting of 28 Ib 
sq in. In such conditions a scuttle and windscreen shake 
also became apparent, and this was more noticeable with 
the hood lowered. 

A fairly stiff front anti-roll bar gave a noticeable freedom 
from roll under the most severe cornering conditions. At 
such times the steering had to be wound on just a little, 
indicating a trace of understeer, but for all normal motoring 
the characteristics could be rated as neutral. In tricky 
situations, such as approaching an unknown bend too fast, 
the car will help the driver out of a mistake—it will break 


Rear luggage space is sufficient for two large suitcases. The weil- 
equipped tool roll is stowed beside the spare wheel. The large diameter 
filier takes the full flow from a refuelling pump without blow-back 
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away at the rear and for an instant may appear to go out 
of control, but immediately corrects itself without any help 
from the driver. Except in the wet, power is insufficient 
to slide the rear wheels, but the most stable 
conditions are achieved with power on through the bend. 

Steering is precise at all times, with just a trace of 
feed-back over bad surfaces, despite the use of a hydraulic 
damper in the linkage. There are 34 turns from lock to 
lock and at the extremes of travel noticeable effort is 
needed, which shows up a trace of springiness in the 
mechanism. At the same time, there is a desirable degree of 
self-centring and the wheel can be allowed to spin through 
the hands to the straight-ahead position without any 
overrun. 

Cross winds have no effect on stability either with the 
hood erected or folded away, but a momentary snake is 
noticed when crossing tram lines or a joining strip on a 
concrete road at a narrow angle. This was less noticeable 
than with earlier Mercedes cars such as the 300SL 
coupé, which had an orthodox—not a low pivot—swing axle 
at the rear, but is a characteristic which cannot be completely 
eliminated with independently sprung rear wheels. 

Braking power fully matches the car’s performance. 
The light alloy drums are of relatively small diameter, 
heavily finned for heat dissipation, and the mecessary 
braking area is recovered with wide shoes. These operate 
in conjunction with a vacuum-servo giving pedal pressures 
which are low and consistent. Automatic adjustment is a 
feature, but seems to result in a peculiarity of pedal move- 
ment. After several applications have given rise to high 
drum temperatures, followed by an interval which allows 
them to cool down, the first application results in a notice- 
ably longer pedal travel, but a quick second jab restores 
the normal pedal movement. A deliberately fast run down 
a pass in the Alps failed to induce any fade, and at the 
foot only a slight increase in pedal load could be detected. 
At all times braking between each wheel was balanced and 
there was never deviation from a straight line. 

The driving position could be improved. For a person 


of normal height, the top of the steering wheel rim is in 
the line of vision, while a short person may find it necessary 


to look through the wheel at times. This defect could be 
overcome by lowering the steering wheel, for there is ample 
room between the seat cushion and the wheel rim for even 
the most portly driver. The seats are firmly upholstered— 
there is a divergence of opinion among designers about the 
desirability of this feature—but a little more support for 
the back in the seat squab, to avoid lateral movement, 
would have been appreciated. A wide range of seat adjust- 
ment is provided, sufficient for the passenger to stretch 
his legs fully and doze in comfort on long journeys. 

The main instruments, immediately in front of the driver, 
are clearly visible through the two-spoked steering wheel. 
An exception is the temperature gauge, which is almost 
entirely hidden by the wheel hub. On the lower edge of 
the facia, equally spaced on either side of the steering wheel, 
are the control knobs. Those most frequently required, 
such as the light switch, are easily reached, but others involve 
a rather awkward movement of the arm under the steering 
wheel and would be more convenient if grouped in the 
centre of the panel. 

Included among the instruments is a control for altering 
the ignition timing according to the grade of petrol used; 
it can be set to obtain optimum fuel consumption by 
advancing the timing when cruising at low throttle open- 
ings. A full horn ring serves also, with rotary motion, to 
operate the winking turn indicators, but it is not self- 
cancelling. Beneath the steering wheel is a lever which 
automatically flashes the head lights on and off in a repeat- 
ing sequence—a warning in common use on the Continent 
and often superior to a horn. 

Two-speed windscreen wipers are a standard fitting, as 
is the windscreen washer. The control for this, operated by 
the left foot, is above the head-lamp dip switch, and it 
brings the wipers into operation at the same time even 
though their main control switch is out of circuit—a 
thoughtful arrangement. There is ample foot room around 
the pedals, and the clutch and throttle pedals are arranged 
for simple heel-and-toe manipulation. On the left-hand-

drive car the gear-box tunnel is so shaped as to act as a 
guide and rest for the throttle foot. 

Space for small personal effects is provided by a deep, 
lockable glove compartment, on the lid of which is mounted 
a luminous electric clock. Additional accommodation for 
small objects is provided in door pockets which are com- 
bined with the arm rests and door pulls. 

Heating is regulated by a centrally mounted control with 
two levers, one for each side of the car. It is augmented 
by a blower which was very silent in operation, and there 
is a separate control to divert all the heat to the screen for 
defrosting. Overriding this heating system is an inde- 
pendent fresh-air inlet for the driver and passenger. As 
with the ventilator control there are two levers, the upper 
one regulating the flow of air to the screen and the lower 
one to the leg area. By suitable balancing of the fresh air 
and heating controls, comfort is afforded over a wide range 
of climatic conditions. 

Wide, front-hinged doors with a large opening angle make 
entry very easy, and there is no complication when the 
hood is raised. “The seat backs hinge forward to permit 
easy stowage of luggage in the space behind the seats. The 
folding top can be raised and lowered quickly and with very 
little effort by one person. It is fixed by a quick-action 
clamp on each side where the pillar joins the screen top rail. 
When folded, the hood nestles in a recess and is covered 
bya flush-fitting canvas cover to give a very neat appearance. 
Each door has a wind-down frameless window without 
separate ventilating panels. In the open position some wind 
buffeting is experienced if these windows are lowered, but 
in their raised position protection is extremely good. 

When the hood is raised it is very free from drumming 
even at maximum speed and the wind noise is negligible. 
There is a high-pitched whistle if a side window is opened. 
Even at speeds approaching the maximum, the noise trans- 
mitted from the engine with the hood up is such as not to 


A real bonnetful, yet the items requiring frequent attention are reasonably 
accessible. The vacuum booster for the brakes can be seen beyond

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interfere with normal conversation. The luggage locker lid, 
like the bonnet, is held in the raised position by a manually 
fixed stay; it is opened with a key, but is self-locking when 
closed. A wind-up jack is provided with a single mounting 
point at each side of the chassis. 

Under the bonnet the engine compartment is a little 
crowded, but all points which need regular attention are 
readily accessible. From our expeisience the dipstick would 
not need to be used often, for the car used but two pints of 
oil throughout'the 1,200 miles. One particularly noteworthy

adjustment and with the seat cushions uncompressed 
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feature is the use of individual fuses for each electrical 
circuit so that any fault can be traced quickly. On the debit 
side there are as many as 34 points which need regular 
greasing or replenishing with oil. 

The 190SL was approached with keen expectation, know- 
ing the reputation of its makers for quality and workman- 
ship. It proved to be fast and tireless, exhilarating to drive, 
and was obviously created with long distance, comfortable 
travel in mind rather than competition work. Naturally its 
powers of acceleration do not approach those of the larger 
engined SL (Super Leicht) type. In all aspects of handling 
and control it is certainly one of the safest cars tested by 
this journal.

Engine Exercise 


ROM yet another motorist I hear 

of a delightful long-range trip at 
Christmas, and reports that the West 
Country was balmy and even well- 
equipped with late summer flowers, 
and the first hardy blooms of spring. 
It is surprising how few people motor 
at normal winter weekends. There 
are mild days, when the country is 
pleasant, and familiar places have an 
unfamiliar aspect. Frosty trees are 
pleasing, and as for snow, I cannot re- 
sist the strange world and the oddly 
silent motoring it provides. 

And as a practical matter, I always 
feel that a car must have an occasional 
long run in winter; it seems to do the 
engine a world of good. 


Dilution 


ERE is an example of dilution 

from the Hepolite Bulletin, quoting 
the American Automobile, and thus 
third-hand information. I abbrevi- 
ate :— 

With the coming of spring, fuel dilution 
will affect apparent oil consumption to an 
often startling degree. A car has been 
run for weeks .. . driving round town... 
oil is at proper level. After a fast two 
hundred miles the level is quarter of a 
quart low. The engine probably did not 
burn all that oil in one fast trip. Unburned 
gasoline leaked down during the weeks of 
short-trip driving. When the engine got 
a chance to heat up, the gasoline 
evaporated. 

This is a horrid picture applicable 
to very large engines working far too 
lightly in a very cold winter. 


Trade Routes 


A’ J enterprising garageman whose 
petrol sales had fallen hired a 
light aircraft from a club at a weekend, 
and his aerial survey revealed that more 
motorists were using a route which by- 
passed his filling station. But there are 
logistic difficulties and regulation snags 
about making a petrol station mobile, 
and chasing the trade. 


Small Firms 


ERIOUS people with vast experi- 

ence of different cars were praising 
the road holding, delightful handling 
and good styling of the Aceca—they 
put it in the top European class. Yet 
there was no million pounds behind 
the development. A young engineer, 
John Tojeiro, built a fine sports<racing 
special; later, the A.C. company at 
Thames Ditton—they were no bigger 
than a large garage—got the design. We 
all know about the Lotus, and I don’t 
think Colin Chapman’s factories are 
vast. And there is Donald Healey’s 
Healey 100; it was a sensation at a 
London Show, Sir Leonard Lord 
strolled over, saw the crowds and the

More Experiments 


F OR popular cars occasionally turn 
out to be not very good, and 
sometimes are almost obsolete when 
they are introduced, but the long period 
and fantastic cost of development and 
tooling-up is very little to do with de- 
sign—it concerns mass production. I 
wonder how many inexpensive experi- 
mental cars they make at large fac- 
tories? Crude sheet-metal forming 
without a Show finish or perfect curves 
iS quite easy; one-off castings and forg- 
ings are not excessive. in cost, so it 
would seem that there ought to be 
dozens of cheaply-made experimental 
cars. The things which so often are 
wrong could be detected and put right 
with plenty of experiments—instability 
on windy days is an example which 
springs to mind, another is ill-planned 
throttle actuation. Does any big fac- 
tory have a professional artist, a racing 
driver, a qualified physiologist (“ chas- 
sis doctor”), for seats and so on, in 
whole-time employment, to reinforce 
the engineers? 


Twin Tracks 
RECENT court case raised im- 
portant questions of principle. It 

concerned a twin-track dual carriage- 
way, on which somebody passed another 
car on the left, and there was a touch 
between cars; an allegation that the car 
on the outside lane was slow traffic was 
brought in as relevant evidence. How- 
ever, let us leave the particular case, 
for too brief reports can be unfair. 

Is the law clear enough about traffic 
lanes? Certainly, it is generally 
realized that slow’ vehicles, after 
pulling out to pass something even 
slower, should return to the left lane. 
Many drivers will stay out in the faster 
stream, however, because there are 
other heavy lorries or similar obstruc- 
tions to pass farther on, but these may 
be sufficiently far ahead for a whole 
string of faster cars to pass the slow 
one. It is quite common for them to 
do so on the left; moreover, vehicles 
which are soon turning right do, very 
wehtly, get over to the right lane in 
good time. 

With motor roads abuilding, there 
will have to be more lane discipline. 
It might be a good thing if it were soon, 
and if nobody changed lanes without 
taking responsibility for the conse- 








quences, both to himself and to cars 
passed or passing. A change of lane is 
just as grave and responsible a matter 
as going over to the effside of the 
narrower roads, where the rights of 
oncoming vehicles are paramount. 
Phere is a tendency for the onus for 
any mishap to lie with an overtaking 
vehicle, which is wrong.

Waterproof Transport 


i cocauatane of marine plywood 
reminds me of the National Boat 
Show at Olympia, which I visited. 
There were giant ocean racers of great 
magnificence, and fierce-looking cata- 
marans, one with a knots-speedometer 

the boat people are far more speed- 
crazy than motor sportsmen. On one 
of the scores of small boat stands, car- 
minded Scribe cautiously enquired 
whether an inexpensive-looking model 
could be left in the water all the time. 
This shocked the stand staff a great 
deal. The plywood didn’t mind water, 
they said. The varnish was indifferent 
to sea or sun and did not spot, bloom 
or craze. The fittings were gunmetal, 
brass and copper, and the wood was 
rotproof. However, I was warned that 
the boat should not be left on water 
in winter, for if wet wood froze, it was 
over-expanded and weakened, while 
floating ice could cut into water-lines. 

We must, accordingly, allow the 
superiority of cars as regards frost and 
ice; and a car can proceed, after a 
fashion, on a frozen road, while a boat 
cannot do any good with a frozen river. 

However, on the whole I was im- 
pressed by the weatherproofness of 
boats and their fittings, and the way in 
which they may have a simple door, 
window or lid which is properly sealed. 
Furniture is strictly “indoors”; boats 
ire strictly “ outdoors” articles: many 
cars are an unhappy compromise. 











Record Year 


L4st year the British Motor Corpora- 
tion, Vauxhall, and Ford, all beat 
their previous export records. B.M.C. ex- 
ported nearly 220,000 vehicles (including 
commercial vehicles), which were valued 
at a total—including some spare parts 
of nearly £100,000,000. This exceeds the 
Corporation’s previous record which was 
set up in 1955. The number of units sold 
overseas was 32 per cent higher than in 
he previous year. 

Ford exported 184,000 vehicles, 9 per 
cent more than in the previous best year 
—1955, and 20 per cent more than in 
1956 

From Vauxhall, 84,500 vehicles (of 
which 56,000 were cars) were exported 
also a record for the company. Since de- 
liveries to the U.S. began in August, 4,500 
cars have been sold there by the company, 
ind exports to Canada during the year 
reached the record total of 6,200 cars and 
vans 

Vehicle production figures of these three 
manufacturers were: B.M.C., nearly 
450,000 (one third of the industry’s total); 
Ford, 343,000; and Vauxhall 150,200 (of

New Zealand Market Cut 
‘HE value of one of Britain’s major 
export markets after the U.S. was 
seriously reduced by the announcement on 
2 January that New Zealand was to cut 
her car (and other) imports, Unassembled 
cars have been cut to 25 per cent of the 
1958 quota, and assembled cars are re- 
duced to half of the present allowance. 
This could bring about a reduction of 
9,000 in the number of British cars im- 
ported by New Zealand during the next 
12 months.

QS MONDAY details were announced 

of the proposed Ross Spur motor- 
way on which, as stated on page 48, work 
is to start in the spring. It is only 20 
miles long, but its potential value can 
scarcely be overestimated 

Starting north of Tewkesbury it will 
end at the new Ross by-pass (which is 
also part of the scheme) and will thus 
provide a new link road between the 
Midlands and South Wales. The traffic 
which the road will carry is at present 
faced with the alternatives of crossing the 
Severn at Upton or at Tewkesbury, and 
using roads which are narrow, winding 
in many places, and by no means fast. 
Construction of this new alternative is 
to take 24 years, and it may be expected 
to be open to traffic, therefore, towards 
the end of 1960. Total cost is estimated 
at around £6,000,000. 

At the eastern or Tewkesbury, end, the 
Ross Spur will connect with the Glouces- 
ter-Worcester road (A38) near Twyning, 
some 14 miles north of Gloucester. 
It is thus too far north of Gloucester 
to be considered as part of a detour 
round the city, but it may be expected 
that it will go a long way towards easing 
the traffic congestion in Gloucester by 
carrying Midlands-South Wales traffic, 
Later, the Ross Spur is planned to link 
with the proposed Birmingham-Bristol 


Exports to Eire Up 

BRITISH car exports to Eire in Decem- 

ber were more than six times higher 
than in the previous month: the total of 
1,778 was valued at £476,100. This sud- 
den recovery in the Eire export market 
for British cars contrasts sharply with the 
declining trend during the remainder of 
the year. 


Mr. A. J. Rowledge 


A NOTHER link in the shrinking chain, 
44 which connects us- with the earliest 
days of motoring in this country, has been 
broken with the recent death of Mr. 
A. J. Rowledge, M.B.E., F.R.S., M.LA.E.; 
he was 81, 

Mr. Rowledge joined D. Napier and 
Son, Ltd. (then at Vine Street, Lambeth), 
as chief draughtsman in 1900, and played

At the western end of the Ross Spur 
part of the existing A449 road will be 
enlarged to become dual carriageway, 
providing a’ short link to the Ross by- 
pass, and these two sections will together 
add a further 24 miles to the length of 
new road, bringing the total length to 
224 miles. The by-pass itself involves 
another bridge to carry the road across 
the River Wye, and this will be just over 
100 yards long. Although the motorway 
itself will end before the by-pass, the by- 
pass is also to have dual carriageways 
and the number of side-turnings will be 
kept to a minimum 


a leading part in the design of all the 
touring and racing cars produced by that 
company; this culminated in the remark- 
able 40/50 h.p. car, which was put on the 
market soon after the First World War.

ROWTH in popularity of the small 

economy car has encouraged a 

revival of interest in the two- 
stroke, air-cooled engine in recent years. 
For units below 350 c.c., where low first 
cost, lightness and ease of maintenance 
are of prime importance, there is much in 
favour of the two-stroke. Against this 
must be set the inferior fuel consumption 
compared with four-strokes. 

In the motor-cycle field, engines work- 
ing on the two-stroke cycle are widely 
used for the less expensive machines, and 
there exists a very considerable fund of 
knowledge and experience. From this 
source comes the engine described here— 
the RCA H3—designed by Peter Hogan, 
who is well known in the motor-cycle 
world for his tuning and racing of two- 
stroke engines. With him in this enter- 
prise are Richard Christoforides, who 
made the drawings, and Benny Hood, who 
carried out prototype machining and 
who will be responsible for production. 
Manufacturers are R. Christoforides and 
Associates, Ltd., 9-14, Cleveland Square, 
London, W.2. 

The new engine is suitable for instal- 
lation in motor-cycles, three-wheelers or 
cars. A Berkeley equipped with the 
RCA H3 engine was given a short road 
trial recently and some performance 
figures were obtained. 

Described in The Motor Cycle of 24 
October, the unit is a side-by-side twin 
with a displacement.of 349 c.c., the bore 
and stroke being 63x56 mm. Compres- 
sion ratio is 8 to 1. Power output, 
measured by driving the brake through 
the normal transmission and with exhaust 
and air intake silencers fitted, is 21.6 b.h.p. 
at 5,200 r.p.m. Cylinders are in a one- 
piece finned iron casting; an air passage 
between the bores prevents overheating 
in this region. The short stroke enables 
the crankcase to be kept small, thereby 
making possible a high crankcase com- 
pression. 

The power unit is installed with the 
cylinders placed side by side transversely. 
Induction is by a separate port to each 
cylinder at the rear of the block, and there

I have just completed 10,000 miles’ motoring in the Rhodesias 
and the Union of South Africa, and I can say without hesitation 
that these are a motorist’s Paradise. Most main roads in the 
Rhodesias, especially in Northern Rhodesia, are good for a 
cruising speed of 90 plus, whilst in the Union I covered hundreds 
of miles where 120 m.p.h. could have been held for miles. 

Such roads, however, are interspersed with rugged earth-road 
deviations, and the hazard of straying cattle must always be borne 
in mind.

Lotus Road Test 

Comparisons Are I was very interested in the recent

_ To get the weight down to 9 cwt with a normal, rigid rear axle 
is quite an achievement, though mine has all-independent suspen- 
sion, with a consequent low unsprung-weight ratio giving a. very 
comfortable ride, and first-class roadholding and steering. Weight 
is 8 cwrt. 

My engine, of 900 c.c., gives about the same b.h.p. as the Ford 
unit, but with the flatter power curve consequent upon a slightly 
bigger capacity, and much better gear-ratios, the Lotus would 
be a little to the fore in a sprint. The Road Test figures for 
mine give 22sec for the standing-start quarter-mile; 13sec to 
50 m.p.h., and 30sec to 70 m.p.h. Maximum speed is quoted 
as 73 m.p.h. My fuel consumption range is 42-47 m-p.g., in 
cluding fast touring and rallies. From 30 m.p.h., the Girling 
brakes will bring it to rest in 34ft. The lighting is by the usual 
pair of double-dipping head lamps. Needless to say, luggage 
Space is almost non-existent, but there is a useful external lug- 
gage grid. Incidentally, my windscreen wiper is mounted under 
the scuttle.

First Morris Engine 

Memories of 1914 and Ajter I noted with interést a para 
graph (13 December) regarding the late Mr. H. Landstad, who 
is credited with having designed the first Morris engine. The 
first engine fitted to Morris cars was manufactured by Messrs. 
White and Poppe, and that engine was available to any buyer 
Subsequently—maybe in early 1914—Mr. Morris experimented 
with a 4-cylinder engine called the Continental, of American 
design and manufacture. About the same time I was doing the 
same thing for the Warren-Lambert car, which my firm were 
building. I put the engine to a very exhaustive test and, being 
satisfied with it, cabled the manufacturers in America to confirm 
the contract which had ‘been provisionally agreed. However, 
by that time, which may have been in June or July, 1914, I got 
a reply referring me to “ Mr. Morris of Oxford.” I went to see 
Mr. Morris and found that he had got the sole concession for 
the Continent and was not prepared to let a competitor have 
any engines. Then the war broke out, and neither of us was 
able to do anything about it. 

Subsequently it seems that Mr. Morris submitted a sample 
Continental engine to the Hotchkiss Engineering Co., of 
Coventry, to copy, and that was the engine which was used 
Morris cars immediately after the 1914-18 war.

Useful Supplement to Winkers. _ Mr. A. T. Hitch (6 Decem- 
ber) brings the name of the Institute of Advanced Motorists 
somewhat ambiguously into the discussion, but the inference 
would seem to be that the Institute are in favour of a ban on 
hand-signalling. Recently, when I took their test, the first 
instruction I was given by the examiner was to use hand- 
signalling and not use my winkers “which are always liable 


to stick.” This may have been an expression of the examiner's 


own preference, but it would be interesting to know where the 
Institute stands in this matter. 

Hand signalling may have occasional value to supplement 
light signals; for instance, by an emphatic action a driver can 
show an intention quite clearly (in daytime) to turn right from 
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a crowded stream of traffic which has been using its turn-right 
winker sign for the overtaking manceuvre, or he may consider 
that sunshine may be making his light signals difficult to see.

Purchase Tax

source of revenue. 

As time went on purchase tax produced a very high income, 
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and successive governments grew to like the idea of having so 
much more money to squander, especially as it was a system 
that virtually worked itself, all the trouble of collection falling 
on the unfortunate wholesalers who were registered for the 
collection of this tax, and were not and are not paid anything 
for their services. Perhaps to describe purchase tax as “ pun 
tive” would be to use an ill-chosen word, but it definitely was 
restrictive and it should be the aim of all of us to use all our 
efforts to strive for its progressive reduction and finally to 
abolish it entirely, instead of accepting it as something that is 
inevitable and a permanency.

Brake Judder 
Problem with Citroen Light 15. I wonder if any reader could 
help to solve a difficulty which has dogged my Citroen Light 15 
1952) for three years in spite of practically rebutlding the front 
end. The car has done 100,000 miles but the figure is not 
significant, as about £450 has been spent in repairs in six years, 
and the car is perfectly good mechanically except for the brakes. 
If they are applied lightly at about 60 m.p.h. to slow the car for 
a corner or island, a pronounced oscillation of the steering wheel 
starts; more pressure produces a front end vibration; heavy 
braking from 70 m.p.h. results in good retardation, but with 
oscillation and pronounced judder. The car has been twice to 
Citroen specialists mainly for this trouble, but it has not been 
cured. I imagine that they relined the brakes and tried the car 
“ around the houses ” and found it perfect—as it is at low speeds.

[With this model in good mechanical condition, the cause \of 
steering vibration is likely to be unbalanced wheels, or brake 
drums that are oval or distorted. Ovality greater than 0.002in 
should be removed by skimming. Lapping the wheel face that 
is clamped against the drum prevents distortion of the drum 
when the wheel nuts are tightened.—ED.} 





Paired head lamp clusters peer from 
beneath overhanging brows in the current 
transatlantic style, and the air intake 
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completely new Ford model was, 
according to a press notice from Dear- 
born, “revealed to a group of prominent 
Americans at the exclusive Thunderbird 
Golf Club in Palm Springs, California.” 

This new car retains the name Thunder- 
bird, hitherto applied to the much more 
sporting-looking high speed two-seater, of 
which over 53,000 were made between its 
introduction in the winter of 1954 and the 
end of 1957. Beyond that point there is 
little resemblance. 

In outward dimensions the new ver- 
sion is 2ft longer, 4in wider and lin higher, 
being borne on a wheelbase extended by 
llin to 9ft 5in. The new car is pro- 
nouncedly crab-tracked—S5ft forward and 
4ft 9in at the rear; the earlier version had 
a 4ft Sin track front and rear. 

Within, it now seats four and is claimed 
to have more room per passenger than any 
luxury car; thus has its character changed 
The two door openings now are the larg- 
est in the industry—over 4ft wide, to ease 
entry for the rear passengers; yet these 
vast doors must be a great inconvenience

POINTS of the types of suspension you 
mention are: (a) The sliding pillar gives 


ideal wheel movements, but it is difficult 
to provide sufficient room for the springs 
to give the modern soft ride which re- 
quires large wheel movements. This is the

main reason why Lancia have abandoned 
this type in favour of the normal wish- 
bone on the latest Flaminia. Another dis- 
advantage is that it is almost impossible 
to eliminate wheel kick from the steering 
linkage. 

b) The swing axle is a cheap method of 
providing independent front suspension, 
but if desirably large wheel movements 
are to be obtained it is difficult to avoid 
excessive gyroscopic kicks from the action 
of the wheels. 

(c) The wishbone undoubtedly has the 
greatest virtue. By a suitable choice of 
pivot points, length of wishbones and in- 
clination of these, any desired suspen- 
sion characteristic—within limits—can be 
obtained, and it provides a great latitude 
in fixing the height of the roll centre. 

With coil springs two wishbones are 
needed, but a transverse leaf spring elimi- 
nates either the top or the bottom one, 
depending upon where the leaf spring is 
mounted, The disadvantage of a leaf 
spring system is its variable friction char- 
acteristics, but it is probably cheaper.

A MALTESE driving licence does not entitle 
you to a full British driving licence with- 
out taking a test, but if you hold an 
R.A.F. driving licence No, 362 you are 
exempted from taking a civilian test, and 
can apply for a full British licence. In 
any case you will be entitled to a tem- 
porary driving licence to tide you over 
until you can take a driving test, if that 
is necessary. It will be arranged by the 
authorities when you arrive back in this 
country at the docks or airport 


Flashing Head Lights 


I should like t 
arrange a switch on my Austin A.50 to 
enable me to flash my head lamp main 
beam at any time.

ONE WAY of doing this is to have- wiring 
and a switch to carry full head lamp load, 
and the switch must cope with rapid 
makes-and-breaks without burning the 
contacts. You can obtain a switch capable 
of that, but you will probably find it has 
a very hearty snap action which does not 
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make a quick flick on-and-off easy. You 
will require to locate on the dip switch 
the lead supplying the main beam 
ments (insulation blue with white). To 
it you should add a lead of not less thick- 
ness than the existing one, taking it to 
one side of your new switch. From the 
other side an equally stout lead goes to 
A4 on the connection box. 

Another way is to use a relay—the 
Lucas type 33116 costing 14s is suitable, 
and Key-Leather have just produced one 
at 15s 6d primarily for use with their new 
4-way steering column switch. With 
these a switch with very light action can 
be used, carrying only a low current, and 
making and breaking the lead lamp 
current by solenoid action similar to that 
of most starter motor switches. Wiring 
diagrams are supplied with the relays 
showing how to connect them. If the 
head lamp beams are dipped when the 
flasher is operated, it will light the main 
beam filaments in addition; this may 
cause overheating and is not good for 
bulb life. 


Oil Pressure 


I have a 1938 16 
h.p. Riley Kestrel; when starting from 
cold the oil pressure is extremely high, 
the pressure gauge needle going past the 
100 lb sq in mark to the needle stop. When 
hot the pressure at normal road speeds 
drops to about 3 lb sq in. Oil consump- 
tion is nil—I never have to top up between 
oil changes every 1,000 miles. I have not 
attempted to alter the relief valve.

NORMAL operating pressure should be 45- 
50 Ib sq in. It could be that there is some 
wear or dirt in the relief valve. When 
the oil is cold the by-pass is possibly 
restricted so that a pressure is indicated 
even with the relief valve off its seat. It 
is suggested that you first check the cleanli- 
ness and condition of the relief valve. It is 
presumed that the bearings are in good 
condition and leakage is not occurring 
here. Obviously if the bearings are worn 
then there must be a considerable loss 
of pressure there. 

One other point you can check is to see 
whether there is wear in the rocker bear- 
ings. These are fed from the main oil 
supply system and if there is excess of 
oil leakage at the rockers when the engine 
is hot it may be the cause of the pressure 
loss. Do not worry too much; this is a 
common characteristic of elderly Rileys. 


Use of a Freewheel

illegal to use a freewheel on a car. My

THERE IS nothing illegal in using the 
freewheel; they have widely used 
for years, There is no reason why your 
wife should not learn to drive on the 
Rover.

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class had only five entries and four 
starters, one each of Ford, Mercury, Lin- 
coln and Dodge (all ‘57 except the 
Lincoln). 

The first stage, just under 600 miles, 
led from Buenos Aires due north to 
Santa Fé and then West to Cordoba, in 
the heart of the mountain tourist area. 
The C-Standard cars roared off with a 
terrific burst of speed, but threat of tyre 
trouble soon slowed them down. A 
Borgward crashed a couple of miles from 
the start and a few mules farther on a 
VW turned over, neither of its occupants 
being injured. 

Three radio networks covered every 
minute of the race from start to finish, 
and eight private planes flew over and 
around the course watching out for acci- 
dents and passing information of the 
leaders’ progress. Daily papers head- 
lined Oscar Galvez, who broke a piston 
and managed to withdraw it and carry 
on in seventeen minutes. He changed 
the piston at the next stop. 

From the start Moldes’ Dodge and 
Riega’s Lincoln—both Standard—set up 
a blifering pace, averaging some 110 
m.p.h., but tyre trouble soon forced them 
to slow down, and Riega quit after having 
stripped seven expensive covers in 600 
miles’ racing. Thus the TC cars forged 
ahead although, of course, Standard and 
TC were not ectually racing each other. 
Marcos Ciani (Chevrolet) won the first 
stage. Juan Galvez won the next two, 
forged ahead on General Classification, 
and seemed set to win the race as he has 
done for the last four years 

In A-Standard, the Borgwards, which 
won the first two or three laps, gradually 
fell back before the Peugeots, one of them 
driven by Roberto Micres, while in B 
Standard the 1900 Alfa saloon built up 
an ever-widening lead over the American 
cars in its category, to the amazement of 
most onlookers. In C-Standard Moldes 
retired and left the lead to Sancha (Mer 
cury 1957) over Altamura (Ford 1957), 
these being the only two competitors left 
in the class 

By the fourth lap Juan Galvez had 
12 minutes’ overall lead over Ciani, 
Menditeguy was third and Oscar Galvez 
fourth, Juan Galvez having averaged 74 
m.p.h. until then. But on the fifth lap, 
which included part of the Andes foot 
hills, Juan Galvez ran into piston trouble 
and finished some distance behind, 
although he narrowly retained his over- 
all lead from Ciani. Francisco Piersanti 
Ford) won the lap, and among the 
Standard cars Roberto Mieres’ C Peugeot 
was fastest of all, beating even the Alfa 
Romeo 

In the next lap, to General Pico, a ter- 
rific rainstorm washed away the gravel- 
surfaced roads and competitors had to 
wait for three days at Pico before they 
could start on the seventh and penulti 
mate lap. When they did get going they 
found deep mud; the topsoil had been 
superficially dried by the hot sun, but 
underneath the going was very poor and 
car after car floundered in the slime. 

The C-Standard Mercury was disquali- 
fied for carrying a jerrican of fuel and 
only the Ford remained. Rodriguez 
Larreta (Peugeot) and ex-R.A.F. pilot 
George Daly (Volkswagen) made ex- 
tremely good progress in this lap and, in 
fact, passed over 30 TC cars which were 
stuck in the mud. 

Marcos Ciani had taken the lead here, 
but while “rocking” his car to unditch 
it at one point, he broke his gear box. 

Ciani thought his bolt was shot, because 
his spares-carrying car was far away 


when his gear box broke, but a local 
farmer came ambling up in his 1940 
Chevrolet and demanded to know what 
the trouble was. When informed by 
Ciani that he’d had gear-box failure the 
Chevrolet owner said, “ Well, use mine! ” 
Ciani quickly swopped boxes and 
managed to carry on without losing his 
lead in the overall placings 

On the eighth and last lap, Ciani wisely 
took it easy and cantered in, Alberto 
Logulo’s Ford winning the stage. Oscar 
Galvez managed to improve from third to 
second spot on this last stage which 
wound from the seaside resort of Mar del 
Plata to Buenos Aires, where the cars 
finished up by doing a lap of the Auto- 
drome. 

Carlos Menditeguy, overall third, had 
a nasty moment when a wheel came off 
and he crossed the finish line on three 
wheels, exactly as happened to another 
competitor some years before. Yet an- 
other driver had his engine fail when 
nearing the Autodrome, and he and his 
co-driver pushed the heavy car about two 
miles in the blazing sun. For the last 
half-mile an ambulance followed them; 
when they crossed the finish line they 
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collapsed and were immediately whisked 
into the Red Cross car. 

Marcos Ciani thus. broke a_ long 
sequence of Ford victories in Gran 
Premio racing, although the vee-8s filled 
the next eight places. The little 2-litre 
Alfa Romeo not only won the B-Standard 
class by miles but was the fastest of all 
the Standard cars, taking 37hr 40min 
16.2sec, against the Mercury's 40hr 52min 
6.2sec. Ciani’s time was 39hr 44min 
40.2sec, but this is not strictly compar- 
able as the Standard timing did not in- 
clude two “neutralized” stages. 

In A-Standard, Rodriguez Larreta won 
very easily with his Peugeot, and the sur- 
prise of the race was George Daly’s 
second with his Volkswagen.

Cars and Motor Cycles Again Tackle West Country Hazards 


HE Exeter Trial was not held last 
year because of difficulties resulting 
from the Suez crisis, but last Friday 
evening cars and motor cycles got under 
way again, this time for the start of the 
33rd event of the series. One of the 
longest-established trials on the sporting 
calendar, it is so well known that sports 
men familiar with it but who could not 
attend, simply want to know what weathe! 
conditions were like this time, who was 
outstandingly good (or unlucky), and 
what happened to Fred and Mary 
But during the two-year interval since 
the last Exeter The Autocar has acquired 
new readers unfamiliar with this classic 
trial, many of them interested in this 
sort of event, which is open to virtually 
any type of car To them the Exeter 


may have a special appeal also because 

































Since the last Exeter a new, tastefully buil 
restaurant has been erected at Fingle Bridge. 
Prior to making the climb, E. Jackson's 
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there are no placings in order of merit 
(so odious to the beginner) beyond the 
division of first, second and third class 
awards—and the others. 

This year, then, we will dismiss the 
veteran followers of the event briefly, 
allowing time to take the newcomer 
round on a conducted tour. The weather 
was kind and mild. The outstanding 
performer proved to be Miss Daphne 
Freeman; she achieved a fault-free run, 
and won fame in her 1,172 c.c. Wilson- 
Ford by being one of the four competi- 
tors to climb Waterloo, the only severely 
rain-soaked hill. The others were A. E 
Cleghorn and R. E. Warren in Dellows, 
and A. E. Hay in a 1,172 cc. Ford- 
engined Mark III Lotus. 

That only four got up is a credit to 
them, but no disgrace to the drivers of 
orthodox cars, running in other classes, 
many of whom performed valiantly at 
Waterloo and successfully at other sec- 
tions. Among these were S. G. Davey 
in an unwieldy (for the conditions) Ford 
Zephyr, T. J. Threlfall in a Volkswagen 
bus (of all things!), and A. F. Scroggs 
in his famous old Trojan. Full results 
were not available at the time of going 
to press. 

Veteran readers are now invited to 
peruse some of the other excellent fea- 
tures in this issue, a list of which will 
be found on the leader page; others may 
prefer to read on. 

Fully to understand the nature of the 
Exeter Trial, it is mecessary that some 
background should be painted in. The 
event is organized by the M.C.C. (the 
Motor Cycling Club), which has catered 
for cars as well as cycles for very many 
years. It ran the first Exeter in 1910— 
47 years ago—when there were 96 entries, 
and has repeated the event annually ever 
since, with the exception only of war 
years and other periods of petrol short- 
age. The number of entries rose to 427 
in 1925, in 1956 it was 285, and last wéek- 
end 190. 

Competitors have first to complete a 
night run after the Friday evening start 
then during Saturday they tackle a num 
ber of slippery, often rough and narrow 
sections of farm-track type lanes in the 
West Country, in the area which has 
Exeter as its approximate centre. After- 
wards there is a social get-together 

In years past the night run could be 
called a reliability test—in bad weather 
a tough one at that Now, however, 
unless fog, snow or ice abound, the run 
has become a preliminary canter for the 
sections ahead rather than a test in itself. 
This is how it worked out last weekend, 
competitors starting from London, Laun- 
ceston or Kenilworth, converging at 
Honiton and, after the first observed sec- 
tion, reporting at a check-point in Exeter 
before knocking off for a good breakfast. 

There is always some feeling of tension 
at the starting points because drivers and 
navigators generate a spirit of friendly 
competition, even though the average 
speed required 6n public roads is so low 
as to ensure that “speeding” will not be 
necessary. This year Kenilworth was the 
most interesting starting point, for the 
road was flooded only a few yards from 
the control point. However, competitors 
found that the diversion notices were 
more alarming than the depth of water.

S with Kipling’s soldier “it’s the 
everlastin’ waitin’. . .” rather than 
the hazards of battle that causes the 

most damage. The modern caravan is a 

fine, sturdy piece of construction, well 

able to cope with road shocks and difficult 
tows out of soft fields, but it does require 
adequate protection when it is left stand- 
ing out in all weathers. The attack from 
sun, rain, hail, snow and frost is both 
persistent and insidious 

In caring for a van during the winter, 
the first precaution to be taken is to go 
round, armed with a tube of one of the 
well-known,’ non-drying sealing com- 
pounds, seeking out and filling any cracks 
or crevices through which rain can pene 
trate into the wall cavities. These cracks, 


often hair-fine, are dangerous because 
water is sucked into them by capillary 
attraction No joint is free from sus- 


picion; the continual changes of tempera- 
ture and moisture to which a van is sub- 
jected cause expansion and contraction of 
the structures, thereby setting up very 
considerable stresses 

Of prime importance, too, is the sur- 
face of the roof itself, as distinct from 
the joints where it is attached to the 
body. Those made of sheet metal should 
be inspected for faults where the sheets 
are welded together, and those con- 
structed of canvas-covered insulation 
board should be carefully gone over for 
soft patches—a sure indication of water 
penetration. 

If adequate measures are taken quickly, 
the odd small soft patch in a canvas roof 
will do no serious damage, but the offend- 
ing leak must be found and stopped. 
Canvas roofs should receive a coat of 





white lead paint once every two years, 
and a coat of white lead-zinc oxide mix- 


as the efforts of competitors were so often 
touch-and-go, and as the farm tractor at 
the top so quickly winched up the failures, 
excitement remained high. 

On a hill like Simms may be seen the 
essence of a trial. Everyone applauded 
and laughed simultaneously as the V.W.

These passing details of who did what 
have been thrown in for those long- 
established readers who, like the lone 
traveller secretly enjoying the passing 
company of a tourist party, have stayed 
with us. To the newcomer, however, it 
remains only to add that given a car with 
good climbing power, and preferably 
without great width, participation in the 
Exeter is likely to be enjoyed as much as 
it was by the whole entry in last week- 
end’s event.

One is loath to paint a 
roof during the winter, preferring to wait 
until the spring when it will smarten the 
van considerably, but from a mainten- 
ance aspect a coat of paint to withstand 
the winter storms is more important. 
Metal window frames can be protected

from the corrosive elements of the 
atmosphere by covering them with clear 
cellulose adhesive tape, which can be 
easily removed in the spring Small, 
bright metal fittings which would be 
difficult to cover with tape can have a 


protective cove! ol petroleum elly 
smeared over them 

Many of the newer vans are equipped 
with tubeless tyres, the very efficiency of 
which is likely to bring neglect. With the 


tubed variety the loss of pressure is a 


continual reminder that some attention is 
necessary, but the tubeless types hold 
their air so well that they are frequently 
left standing for the whole winter without 
attention. The ideal is to remove the 
wheels, after jacking up the van near the 
four spring perches, allowing the springs 
as well as the tyres to rest. If, however, 
this is thought to be too much trouble— 
and jacking @ van in this fashion is not 
easy—keeping tyre pressures well up and 
turning the wheels occasionally will 
suffice. Do not use corner jacks for lift- 
ing the van; they are meant only as 
steadying devices 

Undergear also requires a little atten- 
tion and this, too, is best done when the 
van is being immobilized, if only for the 
reason that getting ready for the road in 
the spring is usually a very hurried task, 
when such things are apt to be left un- 
done. Check the brake adjustment, 








grease the cable or rod attachments, 
grease also the spring shackles, the over- 
run gear and the threads on the corner 
jack screws 

Inside the van, the greatest need is for 
adequate ventilation without damp. If 
the van is under cover so much the better, 
but even out in the open it is essential 
that a current of air is allowed continu- 
ally to pass through. If this is not 
attended to, a fine crop of mildew is 
likely to result. Close the windows firmly, 
open every inside door, locker and venti- 
lator and then open the roof lights just 
sufficiently to allow air to escape but to 
prevent beating rain from getting in. Left 
in this state, very little is likely to be 
harmed, but if it is convenient to close 
everything down during short periods of 
wretchedly damp fog, then so much the 
better. 

See that the valve on the gas cylinder 
is firmly closed and remove anything— 
such as paraffin or chemicals—which 
might leave an unpleasant smell per- 
manently in the van. 

All bedding should be removed, of 
course, and it is wise to take all interior- 
sprung mattresses indoors where they can 
be kept properly aired. It would be wise 
to take the same precaution with the new 
foamed plastic mattresses because they 
can act as a sponge, but those of rubber 
latex usually have an unbroken exterior 
layer of rubber, preventing the ingress of 
damp. 

Finally, if the van is kept in the open 
anywhere near a town, watch for dark 
soot streaks forming on the paintwork 
and wash off as necessary; if this is not 
done the marking of the paint may be 
permanent.

Telescopic dampers will be fitted ahead 
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up to 1,000 c.c.; 1,000 to 1,300 c.c.; 1,300 
to 2,000 c.c.; over 2,000 c.c.—so that, 
by ‘this reckoning, any amount of re- 
boring of a Zephyr engine could not 
possibly put it up a class. The Appen- 
dix J classes concerned, however, go like 
this: 8, 2,000 to 2,600 c.c. and 9, 2,600 
to 3,500 c.c. The 0.060in increase in bore 
diameter, therefore, clearly put the 
capacity up a Class (to 2,646 c.c.)—accord- 
ing to Appendix J. ‘Mysteriously, the 
organizers accepted certain works cars 
in Category 1, Group 1 (Standard Series 
Production Touring Cars)—but not Anne 
Hall’s car, which they put in Category l, 
Group 2 (Modified Series Production 
Touring Cars) . which didn’t really 
indicate clearly whether the organizers’ 
or the Appendix J classifications were 
being accepted. 

When this was queried with the organi- 
zers, they decided that it had been a 
mistake—that, as it was Appendix J and 
not the regulations that mattered, the 
whole team should be classed as Modified 
Touring. The result of it all has been 
that the Fords now have their standard 
bore diameters, and a capacity of 2,553 
c.c., running as Category 1, Group 1. 

This point also applies, of course, to 
the works-entered Sunbeam Rapier team. 
[he engines have been rebored to the 
manufacturer’s maximum tolerance of 
0.040in—putting the capacity up from 
1,390 to approximately 1,430 c.c. In this 
case, however, the affected classes are as 
follows: Appendix J: 6, 1,300 to 1,600 
c.c.: Monte Carlo regulations: 1,300 to 
2,000 c.c. Thus, in neither case do the 
Rapiers move up to a_ bigger class. 
heoretically, therefore, the cars should 
remain in Category 1, Group 1—instead 
of Group 2 in which they are running.

ALFRED NEUBAUER—vast, impres- 
sive and sometimes terrifying Neubauer, 
who for over 30 years has instilled his 


drivers and mechanics with Teutonic 
discipline—yet never lost their affection 
and respect—has retired from service 


with Daimler-Benz AG. 

Like the chequered flag, he will for 
ever be associated with motor racing: 
Standing, glowering over his cars before 
a race, like a watch-dog; sweating and 
mopping his brow under the sub-tropical 
suns of Tripoli, Monza and the rest; 
perched on the sagging pit counter con- 
tinuously for 24 hours at Le Mans, stop- 
watches hanging by the dozen from 
his neck; driving spies and interlopers 
from the Mercedes pit, threatening 
physical violence with a _ bundle of 
signalling flags; and finally, when the race 
was over, with a fatherly smile gathering 
his drivers around his enormous bulk and 
embracing them in the flush of victory 
These were the little pictures that one 
saw of him at every meeting through the 
years; but behind the vast canvas there 
is the intensely human side, and a keen 
sense of humour that has inspired unfail- 
ing loyalty and affection from the drivers 
and mechanics. 

He was born in Neutitschein, Moravia 
(now in Czechoslovakia) in 1891, and was 











at one time an artillery officer in the 
Austrian army. His unbounded enthusi- 
asm for cars, however, brought about his 
transfer to a howitzer battery where he 
was transport officer. In 1919 he joined 


the Austro-Daimler company as_chicf 
test¢r, and finished second in the

1922. In 1923 he transferred to Daimler’s 
Unterturkheim works, drove a 2-litre, 4- 
cylinder supercharged Mercedes-Benz in 
the Targa Florio the following year and, 
in the subsequent years, competed in very 
many trials and hill-climbs. It is interest- 
ing that his career as a driver should have 
started with a second place in the Targa 
Florio, and that his last great race as team 
manager for Mercedes-Benz should also 
have been the Targa—the 1955 race, 
when Stirling Moss and Peter Collins won 
in a 300SLR sports car. In his final year, 
the German cars won the Drivers’ Cham- 
pionship, the Sports Car Championship 
and the European Touring Championship 
under his care—a record that has never 
been equalled. 

During his retirement he hopes to write 
three books: One on the history of Grand 
Prix racing, a second containing the very 
many behind-the-scenes anecdotes of 
motor racing that he has amassed during
